of St. Marys battled the flames, the 
Wheels of industry and transporta- 
tion in the community ceased and 
workmen lent their help in rescuing 
patients and saving the institution's 
equipment. 
Trucks were pressed 


into service and volunteers removed 
furnishings. 
The 46 patients were taken from 
the hospital in an orderly manner 
under the direction of nurses and 
officials, and placed in temporary 
quarters established at St. Joseph's 
convent. Beds, and other furnish- 
ings and equipment were also taken 
there and a temporary hospital es- 
tablished.

Although the stone walls and 


partitions of the structure remained 
standing, the interior was gutted. 
The heat baked and discolored the 
stones and mortar le_aving what 
hospital officials and fire authori- 
ties called a "total wreck."

The blaze was discovered by a 
nurse who saw smoke coming from 
a partition on the second floor.

Nov. 26.—The "bus 
story" clue today was fast fading 
from the field of investigation of 
State police seeking some solution 
to the baffling deaths of three girls 
near Carlisle and a man and a 
woman, near Duncansville, Major 
Cecil Wilhelm, assistant 
superin- 


tendent of the Pennsylvania State 
police, said at a press conference. 


"We are beginning to get away 


from the bus story," he said, "al- 
though in all cases you almost have 
to abide by the majority of the wit- 
nesses." 


The "bus story" clue was based on 


the theory that the three children 
found dead near Carlisle were the 
same who rode on a bus from Bos- 
ton to Creison with a woman who 
might have been the one found shot 
to death with a mail at Duncans- 
ville. 


Major Wilhelm said that closer 


investigation of the stories of bus 
drivers at Boston, New York, Har- 
risburg and 
Pittsburgh 
disclosed 


that three of the four believed the 
children on the bus ranged in age 
from two to seven years. 
Those 


found near Carlisle ranged 
from 


about seven to thirteen. 


Girls Murdered 


Carlisle,' Pa., Nov. 27.—The three 


chestnut-haired sisters, whose little 
bodies were found neatly laid 'out 
beneath a blanket in the woods near 
here Saturday, were victims of 
a 


murderer. 


Definite evidence that the girls, 


as yet 
unidentified, met 
death 


through violence was offered for the 
first time early today by Coroner 
A. E. Haegele of Cumberland Coun- 
ty and Dr. Vance Rothrock, cor- 
oner's physician. 


The physicians, following a second 


autopsy on the bodies, announced 
that the oldest of the sisters had 
been struck a terrific Wow on the 
forehead and probably knocked un- 
conscious a short time before she 
died. 


"The blow did not kill the child," 


Dr. Rothrock declared "but it probab- 
ly knocked her unconscious. There 
isn't the slightest, possible doubt that 
she was struck. The injury was of the 
type chat could not have been in- 
flicted after death. 


"It was made by some blunt in-

First Statement On Death Cause 
Dr. Rothrock's statement repre- 


sented the first positive results in 
the investigation of the manner in 
which the little girls, aged approxi- 
mately 15, 10 and 7. met their deaths. 
Previously the police had been com- 
pelled to admit the possibility of 
accidental death. 


The original autopsy on the bodies 


brought only negative returns, that 
death was not 
due 
to 
"carbon 


monoxide, natural causes, external 
vlolancc or corrosive poisons." 


Brains tests were to be mode to- 


day to determine whether arsenic 
or strychnine had been administered 
to the children. Parts of Llie brain 
tissue were sent this morning to Dr. 
George A. Moffctt Hai'risburg path- 
ologist.

more numerous and vocal than usual during the past five years, might 
find it easier to convince the American people that revolutionary change 
is necessary if it were not lor the examples of Europe. 


There, since-the war, almost every conceivable governmental "ism" 


has been tried. With the exceptions of a few countries, democracy has 
been thrown ov.;rbo.ivd as being worthless and outmoded. And here are 
some of tho results: 


Italy is under the rule of an iron-handed dictator who has abro- 


gated freedom of speech, freedom of action and freedom of the press. 
Under his direction, it is true, great material progress has been made 
at the expense of almost all the individual and corporate liberties for 
which the great Italian liberators fought. 


Germany exists under a similar, but much more ruthless dictator- 


ship. Party government has disappeared—when election time comes, the 
German people have the "privilege" of voting either "yes" or "no" on 
the proposition of whether they like the present Reichleader or not. 
Newspapers may publish nothing without governmental permission—and. 
the slightest criticism of the existing regime is sufficient to cause the 
suspension of a publication and imprisonment of its editors.

KILLING OCCURS 


IN NEW JERSEY 


(International News Service) 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—A bewil- 


dered and distraught 22-year-old 
Jewish boy was to be arraigned in 
homicide court today on a. charge 
of murdering in a drunken frenzy 
his 17-year-old movie dancer bride 
of two weeks and a Roman Catholic 
priest. 


The youth, Joseph Lieb Steinmetz, 


spent a sleepless night in the West 
Forty-seventh street police station, 
during which time lie repeatedly as- 
serted: 


"I want to be sent to the electric 


chair." 


When police broke into the hotel 


room occupied by the Rev. Joseph 
J. Leonard, 40, pastor of Our Lady 
of the Rosary chapel and chaplain 
at Morris Hall home for the aged, 
LawrencevUle, N. J., yesterday, they 
found Steinmetz, with An automatic 
pistol In his hand, lying beside the 
bodies of the priest and his young 
wife, Ruth. 


Was Intoxicated. 


The priest was shot twice in the 


chest, one bullet lodging in the heart, 
while Mrs. Steinmetz was shot twice 
through the chest and once through 
the wrist. Both apaprently died in- 
stantly. 


Assistant Chief Inspector John J. 


Sullivan, in charge of the detective 
bureau, and other high 
officials, 


said today lhat Steinmetz acknowl- 
edged the slayings. When he found 
his wife and the clergyman together, 
Sulilvan and Assistant District At- 
torney Saul Price quoted Steinmetz 
as saying, he fired several shots at 
Leonard. 


"Then my mind was all in a 


whirl. I remember nothing after 
that. I was very drunk," the pris- 
oner was quoted as saying.

. mce celebrates,, they follow a native 
-program as befits a town, one of the 
oldest in the state, the county seat. 
"largely made up of early settlers 
, and thL-ir descendants. 


They go in for the rodeo. 'Kis- 


"simmee's nickname is cowtowm the 


barbecue, the pileau dinner, etc. I 
think I described this pileau din- 
ner once before, but as that was 
about 14 years ago. perhaps there 
are some who may not remember it. 


The scene as we broke into it was 


.something like thi-s: 
Long tables 


out in a vacant lot, piled high with 
out bread and paper plates. At one 
.side a wilderness of big kettles, the 
kind the Negro laundress or Crack- 
r ditto, uses. I think there were 
15 of them. 
Over half a dozen of 


ihem. a gentleman was 
presiding, 


brewing coffee. 
In the rest, pork 


was boiling. When it had reached 
the proper stage of "doneness'', rice 
was dumped in out of Its original 
package, the hundred pound burlap 
sack. 


Prom then on. the stew demanded 


constant attention and each kettle 
had the undivided attention of a 
man who stood stirring with a piece 
of 
b r e a d 
until 
the mess was 


thoroughly cooked and 
could 
be 


oiled on the paper plates. If you 
had been wise enough to carry 
a 


spoon, well and good. If not, you 
negotiated the pilean 
with your 


slice of bread. There was no limit, 
your plate and coffee cup were re- 
plenished as often as you cared to 
have it. 


That in short is a picture of a 


real native function. It is scarcely 
likely that St. . Cloud will attempt 
anything of that nature. Our old- 
est citizen hasn't been here more 
than twenty five years, for the rea- 
son that this was a wilderness of 
sand,-plne, and palmetto, up to the 
time the company was formed to 
develop a home for the Civil War 
veterans. In that quarter of a. cen- 
tury, the veterans have come by the 
hundreds and have almost passed on. 
The Spanish War men are taking 
their place. The mayor and some 
of the commissioners are from their 
ranks and almost all northern men. 
The banker is from Gallon, O.; the 
chief of police from Huey Long's 
stale, and another of the force from 
upstate New York. There are few 
states in the Union not represented 
by license tags on our streets now. 
Driving two blocks this evening, I 
passed a car with a trailer from 
Oregon, and dodged one from Ohio, 
—you know how the Ohio people 
drive—saw one from Maine: anoth-r 
from Texas; and still others from 
Quebec, Wisconsin, the District of 
Columbia, and New Yorkers galore. 
There are only a few from Penn- 
sylvania. 


The weather is fine but dry. We 


have had no rains since I cair.e 
home a month ago. 
Only a light 


wrap is needed at any time. I saw 
a man light out of a car bearing 
a Tennessee license the other day, 
and shed a long heavy overcoat 
When chaffed by his companions, 
he said, "They aren't going to laugh 
at me." 


Armistice Day was the coldest of 


the season so far and we elected to 
go fishing to Canoe Creek, We only 


shed our coats long enough to fry 
the fish for dinner. The fish, yel- 
low bream, were biting so we did 
not mind the cool wind. 
I had 


heard talk o'f the flocks of cm-lews 
that inhabit that region, but had 
never seen them until that day. 
They are protected, and so were not 
wild" and there were hundreds of 
them. 


The hunters started out in search 


of turkeys this morning and went 
prepared to stay until 
Saturday. 


Messrs. McKay, Hlckman, and John, 
our Italian, with the unpronouncable 
name, made up the party. Chances 
are rather against them as it is so 
dry and the moon is bright in the 
morning, which gives the turkeys an 
advantage.

Mrs. Piccard of the intensity of Cos- 
mic rays have been "in every way 
successful." according to Dr. Swann 
The scientist, said:

the Piccard flight tends to establish 
t.hat the vertical intensity of the 
rays in the stratosphere

53..000 feet is about 60 times the in- 
tensity at sea level. 


"I have also observed that the in- 


crease of the intensity as measured 
by the 'counters' from sea level to 
53.000 feet, when averaged from all

'ionization chambers' in which the 
power of the ray to produce electri- 
cal conductivity in a gas is the thing 
observed."

M easurem ents taken by Dr. and 
Mrs. Piccard of the intensity of Cos­ 
mic rays have been “in every way 
successful,” according to Dr. Swann 
ITte scientist said: 
“Exam ination of the records of 
Hie Piccard flight tends to establish 
th at the vertical intensity of the 
rays in the stratosphere

53.,000 feet is about 60 tim es the in­ 
tensity at sea level. 
“I have also observed th a t the in ­

ng made somebody must be respon- 
sible for the attention necessary to 
ceeping up of taxes and insurance. 
Properties should be inspected at 
least twice a year to see that the 
mortgagor is keeping the property 
up in fair shape, and with four or 
five hundred properties mortgaged 
in this county it will require the ser- 
vices of several people it is thought. 


Thus far no such arrangements 


have been made. Don F. McGrew, 
manager of the Home Owners Loan 
Corporation for this county is .clos- 
ing up the loans now before him but 
this. will require but a short time 
yet. From all appearances it looks as 
though the government will be add- 
ing another department or bureau, 
that of a Real Estate department.
